li the American people will be honest with 
themselves tliey'll admit It's n pathetic sit- 
uation that men In the rinhtlnK forces should 
leel tho wny Wllllnni H. Folsom expressed 
hlmscll In a letter to tho editor of the Times- 
News. 

Folsom, a pharmacist's mate In the navy 
and now aboard n ahlp on Pacific duty, was 
■ formerly a star athlete for Twin Falla high 
school and W^hlngton State college. With 
a Eood background, this young man Is well 
qualified for level-headed thlnlclng from the 
viewpoint of those who are doing the fight- 
ing. Ho has pulled no punches In taking us 
to task for all the "bungling at home." 

"Wo read of strikes and racial riots spring- 
ing up all over our country," Folsom wrote 
the Tlmes-Newfl. "Is this the thanks we are 
to receive for our work over here? The boys 
love tp read about these things. It is Just the 
thing to help our morale. 

"You say that everything ia being done 
that la possible under the circumstances. 
We say It Is not. We fighting men of our 
country will fight and fight hard to win this 
war no matter what the cost. Wo have had 
a chance to see Just what really goes on out- 
side our country. We have como to realize 
Just how much our country really means to 
us. Then to read, people, our very own people, 
are letting us down. It Is a grand thing you 
Icnow. Just the thing we need to pep us up. 

"I only wish to God that some of those 
people had to go through what some of the 
boys out here have. It does no good to tell 
tho people how bad It Is . . . We have even 
gone so far as to plead with them. W( 
Just about ready to give up trying to tell 
them anything. 

"Wc therefore have our forces gathered 
and believe ino it Is no little one. We will 
run out evcryojie of those so-called big shots 
from every position they hold in big business 
and In the government who have made all 
this possible ... We will speak our pieces 
very loud and very long, and believe me, you 
win hear it. 60 we are serving notice or 
all those fine and cunning gentlemen. Be- 
ware. Wo will fight to the victory wc want 
so much out here, and then we will come 
back and fight for a country worth far more 
to us, than by the looks, It is to you. : , These 
are pretty strong words but we mean every 
one of them, and we feol you people should 
tnow Just how we feel." 

There Is no need to elaborate upon the 
things which prompted this protest. Tho 
men in the service are well aware ol all our 
bungling at home. Even we, in a haU-hoarted 
way, have found these things highly dis- 
tasteful. But that docs not excuse tho Ameri- 
can people in the slightest for not carrying 
out their responsibilities as a home-front 
democracy. They cannot pass the buck to 
congress and the administration. They are 
the stockholders in this great American cor- 
poration of ours. They are the ones who 
have chosen the board of directors. 

Yes, It Is pathetic that the men who are 
doing the fighting should feel that their Job 
will be only half done when the war Is won; 
that they must then come back borne and 
continue fighting for the principles that we 
have failed to uphold.

Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau re- 
ported, on his return from tho European 
front, that soldiers are worrying about post- 
war economy and the war debt. Judge Fred 
M. Vinson, director of economic stabilization, 
' echoed this sentiment In a recent apcech. 
Both were arguing for a greater payment ol 
taxes now. And their argument are hard to 
refute. 

No one In the country, surely, wants' our 
soldiers and saUors to fight this war and then 
como homo and pay for It for the rest of their 
lives. The least that we here at home can do 
Is to pay aa much of the tremendous debt as 
possible while tho war is going on. 

Mr. Morgenthau thinks that 50 per cent 
current payment Is about right. And we can 
afford to do it. Of course nobody will admit 
that any of this much-talked-or surplus 
money Is In his own Jeans. Yet the fact re- 
mains that after via have bought all there is 
to buy, purchased war bonds, paid taxes, and 
made payments on debts and Insurance 
policies, s cash surplus of at least 520 bllUon 
will tw floating around in 1943.

Wilson lived only three months 
alter that. The leeble man had dlt- 
llculty In responding lo the greet- 
ing ol his odmlrers. Alter a few 
words ot thanks he clicked and 
apologlicd lor his emotion. 

Then for Just a lew aeconds ha 
tired up and spoke like an Implac- 
able prophet out ol thi Old Teila- 
-ent. 

I looked up his words today In a 
yellowed copy of the World Alma- 
-ac. They still vibrate end now I 
m hear them plainly; 
"Just ona word more. I cannot 
relraln Irom saying It: I am not 
— - ol those that have the least 



tools resist Providence belore 
and I have seen- their dejtrucUon, 
as will come upon these again — 
utter deslnicUon and contempt.
